the Lagunitas Creek watershed; and establish an implementation plan to achieve the TMDL and
habitat enhancement goals.

REQUIREMENTS FOR SUBMITTING COMMENTS (23 Cal. Code Regs., § 3779, subd. (f)).
The State Water Board may refuse to accept any comments that do not satisfy all of the
following requirements:

1. Comments must specifically address the final version of the Basin Plan amendment
adopted by the San Francisco Bay Water Board.

2. If the San Francisco Bay Water Board previously responded to a similar or identical
comment, the commenter must explain why and in what manner the commenter believes
each of the responses provided by the San Francisco Bay Water Board to each
comment was inadequate or incorrect.

3. The commenter also must include either a statement that each of the comments was
timely raised before the San Francisco Bay Water Board, or an explanation of why the
commenter was unable to raise the specific comment before the San Francisco Bay
Water Board.
